But Mrs. Woelkers' fate
was not more severe than some of the
other twenty-five applicants yesterday.

NEW TRIAL REFUSED.

Judge Harold M. McClure Files an
Opinion in the Famous
Hariley-Hull Case.

An opinfon was vesterday received
from Judge Harold M., McClure, of
Lewlsburg, discharging the rule for &
new trind in the case of Sllas Hartley
against John P. Hull and others, whichi
was tried before him in the local court
of commem pleas last November,

The st I8 for a fl-acre tract of land
in Masgcow, commonly known as the
Potter farm. Hartley clajms it by di-
rect purchase [rom his cousin, M, J.
Robingcn., The defendanta claim title
through a sheriff's <ule, which they in-
stituted themeelves on the sirength of
o jJudement for $851 which they held
agninst Robinson.

The plaintiff held that he bhought the
land from Robinsor. hefors the note In
fuestion was glven The defendante
alleged that the conveyance from Raob-
ingon to Hartley did not ante-date the
note and that even if it did, It was a
fraudulent transaction.

The last trial was the sixth which
the ¢ase has undergone, It was In-
stituted in June 1888, nearly ten years
ago and has bheen before the courts
continuously ever sinee.

The case wasg first referred to arbi-
trators and In August an award wns
mide in favor of the defendants, The
plaintift appesled and in a jury trial
Which took place in April, 15891, suc-
ceeded In securing a reversal of the
award.

The defendants sccured a new trial
and in April, 1802, and a Jury rmave a
verdict in their feavor. Then the plain-
tiff secured u new trial and (n the fol-
lowing June the case was heard, the
defendants winning for the second
time.

In January, 180, the plaintiff secured
a rule for another new trial but it was
digcharged. Thereupon he took the
cage ta the supreme court. There wnas
n hard fought battle before the upper
tribunal but it refused to disturb the
verdict.

The last trial is what is known as o
gocond sult in efectment, the law In
this state requiring that two successive
zults in electment muet be won to per-
fect a title claimed under o sheriff's
snle. [Tsually the second suit is a mere
formality, but in this mstance Hartley
chose to ofter opposition and a trial
wig necessitnted, Jossup & Jessup
are Hartley's attorneys, and Hon, W,
W, Watson and C. B. Gardner appear-
ed for the defendants,

Forty reasons were assigned for a
new tridal, most of them being allega-
tlons of error in the matier of the ad-
mission of testimony. Judge MeClure
dismisges nall the exceptions, giving
reasong therefor, @#nd conchuded the
lerfgthy opinion with  the  following
comment: “His (Hartley's) ease is of
ench a character and the vircumstances
lean so strongly against him that it i=
more than doubtful if another jury,
with the rersunsive evidence of a for-
mer verdict and Judgment, will do any
different from this one, * * The
interests of both parties will be best
suhserved by a specdy end to this pro-
lonmed contest.™

U'nless the plaintiff can sceure the
intervention of the supreme court the
defendant’s title will be declared per-
fected,
